AdTiM. It is generally advisable for parties coming to 

p*oy^ Parliament to employ a parliamentary agent, as it 
secures the client's interests with more certainty 
and economy, and prevents a number of mistakes, 
which entail much expense on the client, and 
sometimes bring discredit to the solicitor. The 
solicitor does not, as very commonly is supposed. 
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lose anything by the arrangement, as the charges 
made by the agent can never interfere with his 
own; neither are such charges in the character 
of agency fees. The parliamentary agent's fami- 
liarity withy and experience in, the passing of bills, 
secure the most useful and practicable legislative 
result to the client, and consequently credit to the 
solicitor. In oppositions, particularly, when every 
manoeuvre permissible is frequently requisite to 
protect a client's interests, it is of the utmost 
importance that the more ready access to the 
authorities, familiarity with precedents and par- 
liamentary information of the practised agent, 
should not be wanting.

CHAPTER L 

APPLICATIONS FOR TAXATIONS. 

The Taxation Acts define cost^ relative to pri- Definition 
vate bills as being "any costs, charges or ex-meSury' 
penses in respect of any proceedings" in Parlia- ^°'*'* 
ment " relating to any petition for a private bill, 
or private bill, or in respect of complying with 
the Standing Orders" of either House, "relative 
thereto, or in preparing, bringing in or carrying the 
same through, or in opposing the same," such costs 
being charged by " any attorney, solicitor, parlia- 
mentary agent or other person ;** and the words 
" other person" has generally been held to apply 
only to a person filling the place of a solicitor or 
parliamentary agent, and not to an engineer, or to 
surveyors or persons of that class who may like- 
wise be employed in the matter, although their 
bills have been taxed when they have been entere4 
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in bills of costs as disbursements^ and their reason- 
ableness has been challenged. 
canAii pe- Before parties apply for a taxation they should 
D«cMMry. try and satisfy themselves that it is worth while 
to have costs taxed, and whether the amount taken 
off is likely to exceed the costs and fees of taxa- 
tion, as some experienced firms draw their bills 
out so well and moderately that the taxation only 
adds something to the bill instead of effecting a 
saving to the client. 
ModM of The application for a taxation may be made at 

fortaxatioM. the taxing officc of the House of Commons, either 
in person and verbally, or by a letter addressed to 
the taxing officer, but the bill of costs should 
always be deposited in the taxing office at the 
same time that the application for its taxation is 
made ; on the application being made the taxing 
officer appoints a day and hour for the taxation, 
the interval of time from the day of application to 
that appointed for the taxation being regulated 
according to the circumstances of the case ; as for 
example, if the'client or solicitor has to attend from 
Ireland or Scotland, a period of ten days is gene- 
rally thought a reasonable interval ; if from some 
place in England, a week, and sometimes less if in 
London. No written appointment is given by the 
taxing officer. The party applying for the taxa- 
tion is required immediately to communicate the 
appointment to the other side, if any, or to his 
client if the taxatio]^ is purely an amicable one.

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body cannot make an application, unless the other 
members of such body delegate the oflSce to him.

quiry executed in any action for the recovery of 
the costs. Neither can the taxing officer enter- 
tain an application for a taxation made by the . 
client after the expiration of six months after the 
bill has been delivered, unless the solicitor charg- 
ing the costs consents to such taxation ; but if the 
client states special circumstances for such taxa- 
tion taking place, the taxing officer can report 
them to the Speaker, who thereupon may direct 
the costs to be taxed; (these special circum- 
stances should rather have reference to the causes 
which occasioned the delay in the application, than 
to the amount or character of the charges in the 
bill of costs.) When such an application is made 
by the client and resisted by the solicitor, the 
taxing officer would, if he felt disposed to think a 
taxation necessary, hear both parties before re- 
porting the special circumstances to the Speaker.

tificate to such Court; or the Court may refer 
them to its own taxing officer, who can, under the 
12th section of the Act 12 & 13 Vict. c. 78, 
request the taxing officer of the House of Com- 
mons to tax them. 
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CHAPTER n. 

POWERS OP TAXING OPPICER. 

The powers conferred upon the taxing officer by powcn of 
the Taxation Acts (a), as to the actual process of on^t^tionf' 
taxation, may be briefly summed up as follows : — 

By Clause 5 of both Acts he is empowered to 
examine parties and witnesses on oath, and may 
receive affidavits sworn before him or before any 
master in Chancery. 

By Clause 6 he is empowered to call for the 
production of any books or writings in the hands 
of any party to the taxation relating to the mat- 
ters of such taxation. 

By Clause 10 of the Act 12 & 13 Vict. c. 78 (J), 
he may tax any costs not strictly taxable under 
the Act by which he exercises his authority, if 
comprised in a bill of costs, relative to a private 
bill, or he may request the proper officer of any 
Court to assist him in taxing any part of a bill. 

And by Clause 13 of the last-mentioned Act 
he may take an account between the parties of all 
sums of money paid or received in respect of the 
bill of costs or any matters contained therein.

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CHAPTER in. 

PROCEDURE AT TAXATIONS. 

TaxAtioni. TAXATIONS may be either as between client and 
solicitor, or as between party and party. 

AmioAUe In amicablc cases sometimes the solicitor 
charging the costs only attends, and the client is 
not represented at all, in which cases, however, it 
is required of the solicitor that he produce a letter 
from his client, or some other evidence, that the 
client does not wish to be represented at the taxa- 
tion. In these cases the taxing ofBcer, having 
previously perused the bill, will require such ex- 
planations as he may think necessary with regard 
to any charges of irregular or unreasonable cha- 
racter, without going through the bill item by 
item with the solicitor. 

In other amicable taxations the client is repre- 
sented by a solicitor, who merely states that he 
is directed to attend on behalf of the client, who, 
however, has no wish tb complain of the charges ; 
in such cases as these such solicitor is generally 
understood to be present, for the purpose of fur- 
nishing authoritative explanations of such charges 
as the taxing officer may require fuller information 
upon, and he, in general, may be said to aid the 
taxation. He is also supposed to, what is com- 
monly called, watch the taxation; and if any 
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circumBtance arises, such as the discovery of 
exorbitant or erroneous charges, or that the party 
charging the bill is supporting his charges in an 
irregular manner, he may then exercise the discre* 
tion of departing from his instructions, and act as 
if he were instructed to oppose the taxation. 

In some instances parties on both sides con* 
sent to leave a bill with the taxing officer for his 
perusal without appearing, except to test the 
lengths of documents and vouch payments. If 
the taxing officer requires any explanations he 
requests the attendance of the party chaining the 
bill. It is needless to add that this course is only 
practicable where the costs are strictly according 
to the scale. 

In opposed cases a solicitor attends on behalf of opposed 
the client to object to the charges made in the bill 
of costs. The taxing officer usually reads the 
charges in the bill seriatim, and the opposing soli- 
citor objects to them as they are reached in this 
manner, or the taxing officer may not think it 
necessary to read eaeh item, but may call upon 
the opposing solicitor to state at once the charges 
he objects to, and proceed to deal with the objec* 
tions made in this manner.

Settling. At the conclusion of the taxation the lengths of 

all documents are tested, and vouchers ar<e produced 
for all disbursements charged in the bill; it is abso-

The costs 
and fees of taxation are also then settled, and the 
taxing officer exercises the power given to him by 
the Act {b), and awards the costs, and charges the 
fees of taxation as he thinks fit, having regard to 
the manner in which the bill has been drawn up 
and the amount taxed off it (c).

Refermeei There is a class of taxations of not yery common 
loMtrnM)?' occurrence, respecting which it seems advisable to - 
Mid equity. Say a few words. By Clause 12 of the Act 12 & 13 
Vict. c. 78, " the proper oflGlcer of any other Court" 
may request the taxing officer ''to assist him in 
tsrxing and settling any costs, charges and ex- 
penses incurred in respect of a private bill, being 
part of any bill of costs which shall have been re- 
ferred to him by the Court of which he is such 
officer ;" and the taxing officer may " thereupon 
proceed to tax and settle the same and return the 
same with his opinion thereupon" to such officer. 
In these cases the costs in question are generally 
endorsed by the taxing master or officer of the 
Court of law, with a request to the taxing officer 
of the House of Commons to tax them, who on 
receiving the costs gives an appointment and pro- 
ceeds with the taxation in the same manner as 
already described, and when it is concluded en- 
dorses a certificate (a) on the bill of costs, and 
delivers it to the party who applied for the taxa- 
tion.

Ireland and Scotland, have at different times re-

In 
these cases the taxing officer, on receipt of the 
order of reference together with the costs, appoints 
a day and proceeds with the taxation in the manner 
already described, and on the termination of the 
taxation grants a certificate (a) of his taxation, 
and returns the bill of costs to the party who ap- 
plied for the taxation. 

136, ai to certain 
(Public Works Acts Amendment (Ireland) Bill,) the ckm of ire- 
actual " bill duly taxed and certified by the taxing

Exorbitant charges made by witnesses can be witnesses' 
taxed if they are put in the form of disburse- ^^ 
ments into any solicitor or agents' bill, which 
is submitted to the taxing officer. If it is desir- 
able to tax this description of costs and not the 
solicitor's own bill, the solicitor can make out a 
bill-heading in his own n^me against the client, 
and put such charges as are so desired to be taxed, 
as disbursements in such bill, and apply for its 
taxation in the usual manner.

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The bills are adapted to opposed Second Class 
Bills (except that at p. 92,) so as to exhaust, as 
far as practicable, all the charges in the scale; dis- 
cretion, therefore, must be exercised in selecting 
the chaises, no chaise being allowed on taxation 
except for work actually done. 

Where charges are blanked out, it signifies that 
they are covered by the sessional fee, for which, 
see p. 136. 

The expression *' attending you" throughout 
these bills means the client, or, if a company, the 
secretary. 

The copies stated throughout the bills are the copfei. 
number allowed to be chained, and at the rate 
stated ; if in any special case further copies should 
be required, 4^. a folio is the rate at which they 
must be charged. 

The charges given for attomies or solicitors are 
allowed in common to attornies or solicitors in 
England and Ireland, and to writers to the signet 
in Scotland.

Great dissatisfaction, however, having for some time 
existed in regard to the system under which fees were 
paid to counsel, the subject engaged the attention of the 
Select Committee of the House of Commons on Private 
Bill Legislation, which sat in Session 1863, and that Com- 
mittee, after hearing the evidence of the Attorney-General 
on the subject, reported against the system as then 
existing. 

A general feeling, however, prevailing, that it would be 
most advisable that any alterations in their fees should be 
made by the members of the parliamentary Bar themselves. 
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and an intimation having been conveyed to certain mem- 
bers of the House that the subject v^as under their consi- 
deration, no action was taken by the House in the matter, 
when they carried out the other recommendations of the 
committee in the beginning of Session 1864. 

The objections to the fees as existing were twofold; 
Istly, the high amount of the fees which were paid for 
retainer and consultation so far exceeding as they did the 
corresponding fees payable before the Courts of Law and 
Equity; and secondly, that, according to what was under- 
stood to be the etiquette of the Bar, a junior counsel could 
not accept, in respect of retainer, consultation and refresher, 
a smaller amount than the high fees which were paid to 
the leading members of the parliamentary Bar. 

The parliamentary Bar have now, as it is understood, 
abolished all rules which were previously considered as 
restricting counsel from accepting a lower fee than those 
above enumerated, and it is now understood that a counsel 
may accept any fee in Parliament which he might accept 
in other Courts. 
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CHAPTER III. 



WITNESSES. 

The charges and expenses of witnesses on private bills 
can be taxed by the taxing oj£cer, provided the solicitor 
or agent puts them into the form of a bill as against his 
client, and then sets out the particulars of the witnesses' 
charges below ; it is not necessary that the solicitor's or 
agent's own costs should be brought in for taxation to 
effect the taxation of witnesses' charges, if the above 
course be adopted.

REMARKS ON TAXATION ACTS. 

TMitiiai [The only material difference between the taxation 
acts of the House of Commons and House of 
Lords is that clauses 10, 11^ 12 and 13 of the 
latter Act are not to be found in the former one ; 
these clauses were the result of the experience 
arising between the time of the one Act coming 
into operation and the passing of the other. Clauses 
10, 11 and 12 provide for the taxing of the whole of 
a bill of costs by the officer of either House, although 
a portion of it may not have been incurred in that 
House to which the taxing officer who taxes the 
costs may belong ; they also provide for references 
to the parliamentary taxing officers by officers of 
other Courts, and for references by the parlia- 
mentary taxing officers to such officers of other 
Courts. Clause 13 empowers the taxing officers to 
take an account of monies advanced on account.]

COSTS RELATIVE TO THE TRIAL OF ELECTION 
PETITIONS. 



Remarks. 

The law as to costs on trial of election petitions is so fully 
and ably treated in Rogers' Law and Practice of Elections 
that it seems right at once to refer the reader to that work; 
as that work does not deal, however, with any rate of costs, 
it is necessary to explain that virtually there is no au- 
thorized scale of such costs. 

The scale usually adopted is analogous to that applied 
to costs on private bills. 

Costs and expenses adjudged by any election committee 
to be paid, or which become payable under the provisions 
of the Election Petitions Act, 1848, are taxable under the 
said act on application being made to the Speaker not later 
than three calendar months after the determination of the 
merits of an election petition, or after any order of the House 
for discharging the order of reference of a petition, or after 
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the withdrawal of any petition ; and the Speaker is em- 
powered to refer the same to the examiner of recogni- 
zanceSy or the taxing officer of the House of Commons, for 
taxation.
